Jacob Maechtlen was born in Wurt- 


enburg, Germany, March 3, 1843, 
coming to America with his parents 
at the age of 14 years. The family 
settled in Wisconsin, where the lad 
went to work as a typesetter in a 
"ocal newspaper. 


Entering the Grand Army-of the 


Republic with the first three months' 
volunteers, and afterwards re-cnlist- 
.ng in the Ninth Wisconsin Volun- 
teers for the term of the war, the 
soldier was among the last to be mus- 
tered out. 


Resuming civil life, Mr. Maechtlen 


settled in Highland, Illinois. Here 
his marriage to Bertha Mnrxer was 
consummated aud his two sons, Wil- 
liam L. and Julius J., were born. 
Following his early training, Mr. 
Maechtlen set type for daily papers 
in Milwaukee, Cincinnati, Nashville, 
St. Louis, and the New York World, 
for a time being co-worker with Jos- 
eph Pulitzer, afterward owner of the 
World. He was for years manager 
and editor of the newspaper at 
Highland, and upon coming to Cali- 
fornia in 1894 and completed a term 
as postmaster in the same town. 


The family made their home in 


North Ontario, now known as Up- 
land, where the wife and mother died 
within a short time after their ar- 
rival. In 1S9G Mr. Maechtlen pur- 
chased thirty acres near Covina, on 
East Badillo' street, where the de- 
clining years of his life have been 
passed, happy in the development of 
his ranch and flower garden. A spec- 
ialist in the growth of cacti while 
in the east, many choice varieties 
were brought to California, forming 
a nucleus for the wonderful collec- 
tion which he nurtured to the time 
of his death.

alifornia Citrus Fruits Increase 


United States Exports— 


The importance of California in the citrus fruit export 


trade of the United States is clearly shown in a recent, bul- 
letin of the federal department of commerce. Over 95 per 
cent of all United States oranges'are girown in California 
and Florida, with small quantities coming from Arizona, 
Texas, Louisiana, Mississippi, and Alabama,. During 1925 
California production increased from 1#,100,000 boxes in 
1924 to 20,400,000.boxes, while Florida's' yield remained 
stationary at 14,100,000 boxes; The rapidly expanding or- 
chard planting in this; state will largely increase the crop 
in the naar future. United States orange exports last year 
totaled 1,980,680 boxes (, valued at $9,853,152. 


Florida still has almost a monopoly in grapefruit, but 


its 1925 production was 2,300,000 boxes less than the year 
before, while California and Arizona are steadily increasing 
their acreage and yield. United States exports of grape- 
fruit last year were 446,881 boxes, valued at $705,579. 


Practically all the United States-grown lemons come 


from California, the 1925 yield being 6,000,000 boxes, an 
increase of 875;000 boxes over the previous year. The 
United States exported 161,649 boxes of lemons in 1925, 
but at the same time imported 1,384,857 boxes, nearly all 
from Italy. The United States markets take more than this 
state can supply at present, hence the; importation noted. 


It will readily be seen what an important position is held 


by California in regard to United. States citrus fruit export 
trade, both present and future.—Herald.
